[Tranecript.] 

There is in the possession of a gen- 
tleman in this city a marine barom- 
eter that may be properly classed as a 
“deadly weapen,” if the legends of 
early days are to be relied on. The 
ins'rument referred to used to hang up 
in Blaze’s saloon when that establish- 
ment was in blast. The boys 
would come in there of nights avd 
taking their cue from the barometer 
bet the drinks as te what kind of 
weather a stipulated time would 
bring forth.

Doomed Himself te Eternal Silence. 


A pythagorean philosopher has just 
died in Utica, New York. His nome 
was Hays Hinman, who deemed him- 
self to eternal silence fifty years ago, 
and carried out bis sentence so far as 
is known with the exception of two 
exclamations which were involuntary 
and pardonable under the circumstan- 
ces.

The ravages that our virgin forests 
are madeto sustain are well illustrated 
by the destruction of native timber in. 


| Ohio. Governor Bishop calls attention 


to the fact in his message that in 1870 
there were 9.749, 335 acres of timber land 
in that state, while in 1877 there were 
but 5,117,310 acres. This exbibits a 
destruction of over 4,500,000 acres of 
growing forests in Ohio in seven years. 
No conntry can be rich, prosperous 
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countries of the globe have exhibit«d 
decadence in proportion to the destruc- 
tion of their forests. At present in con- 
tinental Europe most of the great states 
have very stringent laws against the 


destruction of native, and, indeed, of 
timber of any descriptien. 


The new constitution of Georgia re- 
quires the payment of a tax asa pre- 
requisite to voting. The framers had 
it in mind to exclude the negroes from 
suffrage; but it really disfranchised 
the poor whites who had some prop- 
erty, but did not care to pay a pell- 
tax. When the blacks failed te do this, 
the carpet-bag candidates came to their 
assistance. Now the law is very un- 
popular. The white property holders 
who could rot pay the tax conven- 
iently, geverally declined to vote, 
thus permitting the government to

In the nature of things it is 
impossible. Polygamy must be as 
brutalizing to the men as fraught with 
heartbreakings and degradation to the 
women. Ina polygamous household 
there can be no such thing as Jove be- 
tween husband and wife. The wo- 
man who is not unhappy as the claim- 
ant of the fragmentary part of a hus- 
band is either held up by religious fa- 
naticism or is a slut, whe has no con- 
ception of the meaning of the word 
wi Brigham Young’s excuse for 
n ting Mis children: Does the 
buf care ſor the calves?” sbows in 
whet estimation the polygamist must 
hoff the women ef his harem. Among 
a le practicing polygamy woman 
cagmever be the equal of man, and 
man himself must constantly deterio- 
rate, mentally, morally and physically. 
The names of wife, mother, husband 
and father lose the high meaning 
which they have in civilized society. 
Home, in its sense of companionship, 
pure affection, social refinement and 
equality among the members—the 
eqyality of mutual respect and love— 
must of necessity be unknown. The 
heusehold of the polygamist is little 
better thau a brothel. The only dif- 
ference is that the women in it are 
moved by a sense of religious duty te 
accept their life of shame. The pres- 
ence of these women at Washington 
begging for the uphelding of polygamy 

ows in a startling way the moral 

dation and the perversion of all 
ens of right and wrong which relig- 
fanaticism will produce. Among 

e men of Utah we do not believe 

at religion has, at this late day, 

uch to do with their adherence to 
polygamy. Let arevelation be given 
by one of their prophets that a woman 
may take as many husbands as she 
feels inclined, and we are quite certain 
that there would be a wholesale seces- 
sion of Latter-day Saints. The law 
Bhould be enforced against these 
lecherous brutes, whether their beast- 
ly propensities be gratified because 
of religions potions or not. The 
Thug would hardly be allewed to 
commit murder in free America 
merely because he holds assassin- 
ation to be a religious duty.

Is it not the duty of our legislators 
and members of the state government 
to do business for the state as discreet- 
ly as privat’ citizer do business for 
themselves? 

Can the state do anything to place 
the developmeat of our natural re- 
sources within the reach of labering 


| men! 


Is not property the product of labor 
applied to natural resources or the 
manufacture of raw material? 

Is not property plowed out of the 
field, blasted out of the mine, ham- 
mered out at the forge, hewn out of 
the forest or wrought oat in the 
factory and mill? 

Does not the production of prop- 
erty: stop when labor stops? 

Does not the increase in property 
depend upon the employment of labor? 

Can the state do anything to 
promcté the production of property? 
Do not our agricultural resources con- 
sist in desertlands and water to irri- 
gate them? 

Does not the holding of the waters 
of irrigatioa monopolize the land? 

Cannot the state appropriate 
and hold the unappropriated waters 
of the state; construct canals and de- 
liver the waters ata uniform rate to 
be fixed by the people from time te 
time, forever, and so place the pro- 
duction of property to their own use 
and benefit, within the reach of labor- 
ing men! 

Cannot the government be in- 
duced to grant the desert land to 


the state for internal improvements, 
and so make the land build the canals? 
Would not the proper distribution and 
use of the unappropriated waters 
double the agricultural wealth of the 
state! 

Is not man’s first want food? 

Sheuld not the waters of irrigation 
be held by the state? 

Should not the agricultural land be 


held in small parcels by the farmers. 


WASTED WEALTH IN WATER. 


Three-fourths of the running water 
in the state of Nevada goes to waste. 
There is irrigating water enough still 
unused to bring into cultivation half a 
millien acres of land. The Owyhee 
river might be breught into Paradise 
vulley by a canal thirty-five miles long 
which would cover 400 square miles 
of surface. Walker river could be 
spread over Mason valley, the Hum- 
boldt ever the great sand plains on 
either side, the Carson over Eagle, 
Carson and ether fine valleys, the 
Truckee over Spanish Springs, Winne- 
mucca, Warm Spriogs and Cotton- 
wood valleys, and hurdreds of creeks 
throughout the state could be ttilized 
at small expense—to say nothing of 
the facilities for storing up water in 
reservoirs and increasiog the amount 
by artesian wells. 

Half a million acres of land held in 

tracts of eighty acres would previde 
hemes for 6250 families. 
alfalfa it would at the lowest estimate 
produce two tons to the acre which 
would be worth seven dollars per ton 
to feed to beef worth five cents 
a peund—making seven millions of 
dollars per year, or for each farmer 
$1120 per year. Every farm of eighty 
actes would keep at least one hired 
laborer, and, with the farmer's family, 
would suppert in the average five per- 
sons, making an addition te our popu- 
lation of 31,250. With the stimulus 
this would give to mining, to manu- 
factures and to trade, the increase 
would be at least one hundred per 
cent. in numbers anda thousand per 
cent. in wealth and influence. 
The benefits of such works, how- 
ever, cannot be expressed by figures. 
They ceuld only be computed by calcu 
lating the comforts and pleasures 
added te the lives of 30,000 human be- 
ings whe would otherwise be unable 
to enjoy their own homes or a decent 
living. Instead of haviog towns full 
of tramps every man whe would work 
could find profitable employment.

We commend this question to not 
only our legislature but to every voter. 
The amount of money it would cost 
the state to construct water ways from 
the streams to desert valleys would be 
more than repaid in taxes inside of 
tive years. Less than a million dol- 
lars would do the work and scatter the 
precious flood where it could be used 
by the small farmer. One hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars would re- 
claim Spanish Spriogs valley from 
Deep Wells to the Central Pacific rail- 
road track, making 25,000 acres in one 
body of the finest land in this country. 


INDISCRIMINATE PUFFERY. 

The Reno Gazette scores the Josh 
Hart combination as a crowd ef male 
and female hoodlums. Things seem 
to be getting atu lowebb in the 
amusement line. The country is 
flooded with cheap and vulgar variety 
shows in which melodeon enter- 
tainments of a very Common order are 
mixed up with the remnants of a dis- 
banded minstrel troupe, and strangely 
enough the best classes patronize them. 
It is the fault of the amusement pub- 
lic, who love such exhibitions, and 
not the manager. The legitimate 
drama starves, and these vulgar and 
senseless exhibitions of the variety 
combinations catch the lucre of the 
groundlings and skylings alike.—Car- 
son Appeal.

When a decided 
opinion is given on anything by a 
journal the people are more apt to 
speculate on what reward or injury 
inspired it, than te ponder upon its 
truth or falsity. Backbene and a 
regard for truth are good things to 
have around a newspaper office, and 
can with a profit be applied to even 
so small an affair as a traveling show.

CUT DOWN THE MESERVATION. 


The orders from the interior depart- 
ment are, that the lines of the Pyra- 
mid lake reservation must be respect- 
ed and the termsjof thetreaty rigidly 
enforced. There is neo question 
about the legality of the claims 
of the Indian bureau to this land. 
In its instructions to local officers 
the interior department asserts that it 
has a clear case and that there is not 
a question as to the law. The author- 
ities have but one course to pursue if 
called upon by the Indian agent and 
that is te treat all white men who go 
within the lines fer any purpose as 
trespassers and prosecute them accord- 
ingly. The punishment, in propor- 
tion to their offense, is enormous and 
cruel. Property may be destroyed, 
men kept idle and their occupation 
taken from them. We see no earth] 
reasen why a tract of country 
covering an ares of pearly half a mill- 
ion acres Completely fencing in a lake 


famous for its food fish, for the sup- 


port and exclusive use of two or three 
hundred ragged lazy redskins. As 
far as their supporting themselves off 
their reservation is concerned they 
could get all that they now gather 
from the whole region from one or 
two sections of land. A little, cover. 
ing their field at the reservation house 
and the balance near the mouth of the 
Truckee river on the shore ef the lake. 
We understand the agents have shift- 
ed the southern line far to the north, 
so that instead of including Wads- 
worth and the river beyond the Cen- 
tral Pacific track, it comesa little be- 
yond the reservation house. The re- 
serving of all this lake, simply serves 
to give the Indians a monopoly of the 
trout business, which is worth thou- 
sands of dollars a month. The orig- 
inal grant was made at atime when no 
one contemplated a large population 
for Nevada, and the idea was to give 
the Indians a field containing as many 
of the necessaries as pessible, but now 
that white men are here in large num- 
bers they may be allowed to supply 
themselves, without in the lest inter- 
fering withthe original treaty being 
carried out. The reservation might 
be cut in two by a line say at Goat is- 
land, the southeastern end being given 
to the Indians and the northwestern 
being held as public demain. This 
would include in the grant, the mouth 
of the Truckee river and all of the 
shore which has ever been frequented 
or used by the Indians, while eutside 
would be all the fishing grounds of 
the whites together with twoor three 
All the country in 
dispute is in Washoe and Roop coun- 
ties and our delegation should en- 
have the reservation cut 
down to something like a size in pro- 
needs of the case. 
A memorial to Washiogton would no 
doubt cause the opening of negotia- 
tions with the Indians to redeem the 
lands or an act of congress throwing 
it oper te settlers.

The White House. 
[Washington Corr. Brooklyn Eagle.) 

The White House is the greatest 
residence in America. It has cost 
more money than the Stewart man- 
sion on Sth avenue, New York, or, 
with its rebuilding, refurnishing, etc., 
about $1,700,000. The original cost, 
in 1792, was about $333,000, it was 
begun that year, occupied ion 1800, re- 
built in 1815, reoccupied in 1818, and 
its porticos completed as late as 1829. 
The east room was finished only 
fifty years ago. Every ove of our 
Presidents, except Washington, has 
lived in this great house, and he has 
peked his herse’s head into its portal 
to look up at the workmen plastering 
on the scaffold. An Irish architect 
named Heber, direct from Dubiin via 
Charleston, teok the award of 8500 
for the design, and he built and rebuil- 
it, and lies Buried in the Catholic cem- 
etery here, and his descendants are 
respectable lawyers and citizens of the 
place. A buildiog for a private resi 
deuce of 170 feet front by 68 feet deep, 
with one room in it 80 by 40, may yet 
attract Republican attention; its vesti- 
bule within the front door is alone 50 
Twenty acres of garden 
and park immediately enclose it on 
either side, each separated by only 
450 feet, are buildings which cost $7,000,-

Their progress was very slow, owing 
to the fact that Mrs. Gill was so in- 
toxicated that she was constantly fall- 
ing into thesagebrush. This produced 
the scratches on her face which after- 
wards excited the suspicions of the 
people. Sundewn found them only 
about seven miles from Beckwith. 
There was about a feot of snow upon 
the ground. By this time 
MRS. GILL WAS EXHAUSTED 
and could go no farther. Gill says he 
was pretty drunk himself, but “knew 
what he was about. He reproached 
his wife with their situation and said 
that they would both probably freeze 
to death. Then he smashed the 
whisky bottle, which he says was still 
half tull, as the cause of their plight. 
Although Gill says that he was not 80 
drunk but that he knew what he was 
about, his conduct showed very little 
intelligence. He says that he had be- 
come confused as to his locality and 
did not dare to go ahead, but to save 
his wife's life he might have strug- 
gled back the six miles he had come 
from the house. His wife was a 
woman and he found it difficult to do 
anything with her. He endeavored 
te make her walk backward aod for- 
ward and even carried her un bis back. 
This, he says, acceunts for the blood 
on his buckskin gleves. He exhib- 
ited the gloves tu the GazerrTe re- 
porter, and the ends of several of the 
fingers bore bleod stains. The 
night closed around them. It was io- 
teusely cold. To keep himself alive 
Gill trotted up and down the road, 
and then would endasver to arouse 
his wife, who had become insensible. 
That task was in vain and by mid- 
night she was dead and

Gill himself was succumbing to the 
cold, his feet and hands being without 
sensation, and to save himself from 
death left the body and struggled 
ahead.

Gill, who came at once to 
Rono, where he still remains. 


GILL'S APPEARANCE. 

Gill is a man close upon fifty years 
of age, with the look of having 
lived an outdeor life. His appearance 
is that of an honest miner er teamster 
and there is nothing brutal in his ex- 


terior He does not seem to lack 
either sense or feeling, but is net 
quick-witted. Several times while 
speaking with the reporter his eyes 
filled with tears, but he suppressed 
them and made no show of his emotion 
when talking of his wife's dreadful 
death. His story goes to show that 
toe much whisky was the cause of the 
whole affair. Iu conclusion he said: 

“Tl wasn't always as poor as I am 
and I've yot friends in Califernia and 
Oregon who know me well enough to 
know that I wouldn't be guilty ef a 
crime such as has been laid against 
me. It don't stand to reason at all. 
If I'd murdered my wife in such a 
lonely place it isn’t likely that I'd 
have left her lying there and then told 
folks about it. ere are plenty of 
places where I might have dragged 
ber away and bid her.” 

He was very anxious to have his ac- 
ceunt of the affair published for the 
sake of bis reputation among his 
friends.

The greatest wonder in the state of 
Iowa, aud aps any state, is 
what is cal the “Wall Lake, in 
Wright county, twelve miles north of 


the Dubuque and Pacific railread, | 


and 150 miles west of Dubuque City. 
The lake is from two to three feet 
higher than the earth's surface. In 
some places the wall is ten feet high, 
fifteen feet wide at the bottom, aud 
five feet on top. Another fact is the 
size of the stones used in construc- 
tion, the whole of them varying in 
weight from three tons down to one 
hundred pounds. There is an abuud- 
ance of stones in Wright cenaty, but 
surrounding the lake to the extent of 
five or ten miles there are nove. No 
one can form an idea as to the means 
employed to bring them to tle spet, 
er who constructed it. Around the 
entire lake is a belt of woodland half 
a mile in length, composed of oak; 
with this exception, the country it a 
rolling prarie. The trees must have 
been planted there at the time of the 
building of the wall. In the spring 
of the year 1856 there was a great 
storm, and the ice on the lake broke 
the wall in several places, and the 
farmers in the vicinity were obliged 
to repair the damages to prevent in- 
undation. The lake occupies a 
ground surface of 2800 acres; depth 
of water as great as 25 feet. The 
water is clear and cold; soil sandy 
and loamy. It is singular that no 
ene has been able to ascertain where 
the water comes from nor where it 
gees, yet it is always clear and fresh. 
Literature Poor Pay. 


Rose Terry, a magazinist of exper- 
ience and popularity, writes, sayiog:

or that paper to pay for the article 
which means to us shoes or potatoes 
or flour.

Army Method — Twenty-three 
Cheyevnes Gone, 


Fort Ronixsox, Neb.,Jan 22.—The 
Cheyenne Incian campaign has closed 
fer a time, st least. Monday, Colonel 
Evans, with companies B and D, third 
cavalry, found the renegades in a cliff 
four miles north of the stage road, 
and partially succeeded in cutting off 
their progress. They effected their 
usval escape, and meved teward Red 
Clond agency. Captain Wessells, 
whose sceuts conveyed this news to 
him, started at once on their trail with 
his feur oompanies of cavalry, and at 
neon to-day came up with them some 
forty-five miles from this post. Then 
the work of capturing them dead or 
alive began in dead earnest. In fact 
but thirty-two, with nine of that num- 
ber badly wounded, are alive, of the 
forty-nine fugitives that were in the 
field, leaving seventeen killed. Capt. 
Wessells was slightly wouuded. The 
first sergeant of company E and an 
Indian scout were also wounded, to an 
unknown extent. Three of Wessells 
command—a sergeant, a farrier and 
one private were killed. Later news 
from the field states that only nine 
Cheyennes—all of them wounded. 
were captored, the balance ef the 
party, twenty-three in number, were 
killed. Seventeen arestill unaccount- 
ed for. It is supposed that some 
died from their wounds and the 
others escaped.

THE PYRAMIO TR 
A Correspondent Recites the Glorious 
Deeds ef the 

The excitement caused by the ar- 
rival of U. S. Deputy Marshal, E. Me- 
Lane with un escort of twenty-five 
soldiers to remove the fishermen from 
the reservation, bas somewhat subsi- 
ded. After resting all night at the 
reservation house to recover from the 
fatigue of their march from Wads- 
worth, the marshal and troops sallied 
forth to do their bloody work. March- 
ing down on the northeast side of the 
lake they discovered four or five 
harmless fishermen and marched them 


over what they believed to be the 
line, and turned them loese. Net 
finding any more of the intruders on 
that side ef the lake, they returned to 
the reservation house and camped for 
the night. The lieutenant was very 
much disappointed at not finding any- 
thiog worthy of his polished steel. 
The next day they came down on the 
south side of the lake as far as Win- 
nemucca creek, where they found 
two more fishermen. One of them 
said that he was going to leave the 
lake soon so they did not trouble him; 
the other one was marched up the 
hill zand told to go his way. They 
did not seem te be in much ofa hur- 
ry, for it was yet early in the day, 
but they conc'uded to camp where 
they were, thinking, perhaps, that 
fifteen miles was enough to march in 
one day, and some of the soldier boys 
were de‘ermined to have a boat ride 
at alt hazards. Early on Monday 
meruing (the 20th inst.) they agaio 
broke camp aod marched on down 
the lake as far as the pyramids, where 
they fouod nine more fishermen en- 
gaged in their occupation. Io the 
words of the lieutenant it really 
seemed too bad to molest them, but 
they were escorted about a mile anda 
half fromthe lake and set at lib- 
erty, but, according to the map pub- 
lished in the Gazetrez a short time 
ago, they did. not get them eff what is 
claimed to be the reservation. Hav- 
ing performed the duty which had 
been assigned to them, the marshal 
and lieutenant, with their command, 
returned to the reservation house to 
report the result of their expedition, 
which has not been very satisfactory, 
at least to the Jieutenant, who had ex- 
pected to encounter ferty or fifty 
desperate men armed te the teeth, 
instead of fifteen or twenty intelligent, 
law-abiding citizens. 

Now the question arises, who is 
responsible for the expense that the 
government has been put to to bring 
this company here, since it is now 
well-known that the marshal himself 
could have arrested every man around 
the lake and taken them where he 
might choose? The most of the fish 
ermen have gone to fishing again and 
intend to see what further steps the 
agent will take. They think that ifthey 
are arrested and taken before the U. 8. 
district court, they can prove that 
there is no reservation here. As soon 
as they are convinced that there is a 
reservation here, and that they have 
no right to fish in the lake, they will 
give up all attempts to do 80.

The Amount in Store—Lively Competi- 


This necessity of modern civilization 
was never more plentiful on the Trucke 
river and at uo time has it heen so 


cheaply gathered and housed as dur- 
ing the present winter. The ice 
cempanies have filled their store- 
houses and some have a surplus piled 
on the banks of their pends to be 
hereafter covered over. The ice 
gathered is of the first quality, some 
ef it two feet in thickness and as 
translucent as a crystal of quartz. 
The absence ef snow has greatly fa- 
cilitated the work of the companies 
and reduced the cest of gathering the 
ice. The removal ef two or three 
feet of snew from off eigut er ten 
acres of ice is a slow process,even with 
the aid of modern machinery. A 
winter like the present to the ice 
companies is of rare occurrence and 
they have taken advantage ef their 
good fortune. The total consumption 
of ice on this coast is annually be- 
tween twelve and fifteen thousand 
tons, varying as the summer is warm 
er cool. The Gazerre has made some 
effort to ascertain the quantities 
stored by the different companies on 
the Truckee and vicinity and find 
that there Las already been 
more than sufficient for two or three 
years. The Summit campany at Pros- 
ser creek has 16,000 tons; the Beca 
Mill and Ice — — oye the 
Peoples company at us; 
the Mutual 22 at the state 
line, 6000 tons; the company 
at Verdi, 4000 tons. unter & Price 
in Washoe valley, 5000 tons; the 
Virginia Water Co., 4000 tons; Dr. 
Benton at Carson, 1000 tons; Mr. 
Simms at Lakeview 1000 tons and 
nearly every hotel in Reno from 50 to 
100 tens. Several saloons alse have 
their summer's supply. In addition 
te this quantity the new ice ine 
at Sam Francisco is manufacturing 
fifteen tons per day. As ice is not 
considered merchantable when it has 
been kept for more than two years 
there will be loss unless some new 
market can be found tor it beyond 
this cast. Unless some agreement 
can be arrived at by all the cempan- 
ies as to the amount to be put upon 
the market, there will be as much 
ition and consequent loss as 
there has been in the lumber busin-

The Murderers of Tullis Sentenced te 
Die en the Gallews. 


The Sacramento Bee of Friday 
contains a leng account of the sen- 
tencing of Dye and Anderson, the Tul- 
lis murderers. When Dye was asked 
the formal question ef whether he had 
anything to say why sentence of death 
sheuld. not be passed upon him, 
against the advice of his lawyers he 
arose and said: 


‘*Your Honor, I would like to say 
that when I was arrested I was teld 
by the district attorney, Mr. Blancb- 
acd, that if I would give him all I 
knew, tell him all I knew in this case, 
that I should not be punished; not be 
prosecuted. He said he had the 
authority for to make me this promise, 
and that he could not go back of his 
promise, even if he desired. He said 
that Judge Denson or no other judge 
in the state of California would allow 
him te. I gave Mr. Blanchard all the 
information I had and knew in the 
case. I have lived is this county for 
fifteen years without a stain or blem- 
ish of any kind on my character and 
under that promise that Mr. Blanch- 
ard made to me and taking the bal- 
ance of my life into consideration, I 
don't think I ought to suffer the pen- 
alty of death, aod I appeal to your 
Honor on the strength of these prom- 
ises and the love that is due—that I 
owe to my family—you will be lenient 
in this, your judgment.” 

Anderson said nothiag, but those 
who were near him when the judge 
sentenced him to the gallows state 
that he clutched a firm hold on the 
rungs of the chair, braced himself for 


the trying period and scemel moved 
for the first time since his arrest. If 
that be so, he could not have been 
much affected anyway, for he chatted 
and laughed with the attorneys as soon 
as the judge had ended. 

Dye was pale and nervous, but prob- 
ably not so much as he had been at 
previous times during the trial. He 
has not one-tenth the nerve that the 
mao Anderson possesses, but he ac- 
quitted himself much better than was 
expected of him. 

th cases will be appealed, but 
every ope is aware on what slender 
threads any appeal ia either case 
would be based. Resides this the 
governor is to be impertuned to com- 
mute the sentence of him who is gen- 
erally considered the less guilty wretch 
of the two, Anderson. Anderson’s 
action in the court-room, and after- 
wards while he was being taken to his 
cell, removed almost all pity from 
those who before had felt some sym- 
hy fer him, because they thought 
e had been dragged iato the crime 
by Dye aod Lawton.

Some interesting figures besring up- 
on the subject of capital punishment, 
and with special reference to the fre- 
quency ef the crime of murder in the 
canton of Fribourg, Switzerland, be- 
fore and sincethe abolition of the 
death penalty, have just been publish- 
ed.

Carson, Jan. 30.— In the senate a 
joint committee of fourteen was an- 
nounced te draft a fares and freights 
bill.

It pains the lecal editor of the 
GAZETTE to observe that some of the 
reporters of other Nevada papers fre- 
quently let the outside world into the 
the secrets ef the craft. When: items 
are scarce these artless reporters write 
out the fact, thus at ence making a 
humiliating confession of want of in- 
genuity and leading the insensate 
public to rear a healthy contempt for 
the value of newspaper space. Thus 
it comes that the dry-goods man see- 
ing the scribe passing his mercantile 
door, nods to him patronizingly, beck- 


ons him as an officer signals with bis 


crooked finger for the high private, 
and observes with cunning grin: 
„Want something to fill up?” And 
affably leads the reporter to a new 
style of trunk or breeches, willing to 
permit the journalist to give bim 
several dellars’ worth of advertising 
for nething. The scribe objects en 
the ground that such matter should be 
paid for. Whereupon the merchant 
again kindly explains that it will fill 


up. 

[Recipe for crushing merchant: Ask 
him if he basn’t to pay his fare in a 
railroad car although he bappens to 
be surrounded by lots of empty space 
that the company would like to fill 
up.] 

Reporters should never confess even 
in private let lone in print, that items 
are scarce. It makes the man who 
gives an item feel that he is doing, a 
favor This is destructive. Hence: 
Hum and haw when one of these pat- 
ronizing persons comes with his bit of 
news. Cross-examine him about the 
sources of his information and leave 
him in deubt whether or not his news 
will appear. He'll probably treat you 
if it does, instead of feeling himself 
your benefactor. 

This course of conduct besides bring- 
ing the worthy reporter more items 
also causes him to be treated with the 
consideratian due a professional man 
instead of as a literary beggar. 

It is an undeniable fact that items 
are scarce now and then. The ques- 
tion then not only arises but smites 
the table with its fist: How are they 
to be obtained! Here area few sug- 
gestions which will come in handy. 

Don't sit in the office and allow de- 
spair te wind its flugers in your locks. 
Go out on the street. Something is 


always sure to turn up that you 
woul in't see or hear if you stayed in 


Recall the numerous instances in 
your life in which you have made a 
mastodon of a fool of yourself. Lo- 
calize the incident, being careful, of 
course, to lay the idiocy to some other 
fellow. 

Saunter into the justice’s court and 
let your imagination have an airing. 
The judge is the reporter's legitimate 
victim. Dress him upin all sorts of 
incidents. A little fancy will enable 
you to de this. His honor, if a man 
of sense and some humor, as he nearly 
always is, won't object and will be io 
spite of himself. on the lookcut for 
funny incidents for you. 

Never miss a chavce to talk about 
old times with old timers. Store your 
mind with their lies. Rec»llectious of 
local incidents of bye-gone days are 
alwuys interesting. 

Parsons are good for items about 
-seciables, contemplated church im- 
provements aud cast-iron incidents of 
that sort. Goto church on Sunday 
both for the goed of you soul and a 
short report of the sermon. The 
church people all like to see it in the 
paper even if they don’t read it, aod 
many outsiders, especially in Nevada, 
will view it as & pleasing reminder of 
a country with which they were famil- 
iar in youth.

A WRONG MARRIAGE. 


(Dallas Herald.) 

It would seem from the frequent 
occurrence of remarkable incidents, 
that there is certainly nothing of an 
improbable nature, judging from the 
following wonderful strange and hard- 
ly creditable story, related by a gen- 
tleman in this city to a Herald re- 
porter:

the death of his wife, who had died 
during the cholera epidemic of 1852 or 
1853, as did her children. This sad 
news was subsequently donfirmed by 
correspondence with acquaintances in 
the crescent city. 

During the war Clarkson served in 
the Union army ia Maryland, where 
he became acquainted with the Page 
family. Meeting with reverses in 
business during his absence, he lo- 
cated in St. Louis. Miss Page, nee 
Foster, married and removed to St. 
Louis from Maryland some years ago, 
where she was widewed by the death 
of her husband. It was chance that 
the widower met her, aud te meet was 
to leve. They became engaged and a 
quiet country wedding followed. 

After marriage they came to Dallas 
county on a visit to his wife’s aunt by 
adoption. Here they began to learn 
more and more of each other's pust 
history, and a few days since the de 
nouement came—they were stepfather 
and daughter, man and wife. His 
stepdaughter was not dead, as he had 
supposed, but after her mother's death 
had been taken and raised by a Mrs. 
Page, near Fredrick City, Maryland.

They left last evening 
for Fredrick City, Maryland.

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A Buried Forest. 


It has been recently discovered that 
an oak forest lies buried in the valley 
of the Fulda, near Rosenburg, Hesse 
Cassel, Germany, ata depth of from 
six to nine feet below the surface. 
The wood fleurished at a very remote 
period, The greater number of trees 
discovered were in good preservation, 
but owing to the actions of the water 
through unnumbered ages, they have 
become thoroughly black in color. 
They have also became very hard aud 
close, se that they would be good ma- 
terial for carving or ornamental work. 
Some of the trees aie of great size; 
one taken out of the graveliy portion 
of the bed opposite the village of 
Baumbach, and since sent to the geo- 
logical museum at Berlin, was 59 feet 
long, nearly five feet in diameter near 
the root, and about 38 inches at the 
top. Even larger specimens have 
been found. Itis reported that the 
furniture and fittings of the geolog- 
ical museum at Marburg are to be 
made from this long burried timbor. 
It is not yet decided whether the 
oaks belong to a species still existing 
or to an extinct one,
